Several poweriul tugs were in attendance, the four principal ones 
being named, curiously enough, the Victoria, Napoleon, Alliance 
and True Briton. Moving the Great Eastern, however, was not ar 
affair of efisting out a tow rope and going ahead. There was o! 
course the usual routine amonnt of shouting, and inexplicable orders 
and counter orders, and fussing about the tugs before ail was ip 
readiness, 

At 7.30 a. «., Captain Harrison and the pilot took their places op 
the starboard paddie-box. Mr, Scott Russell remained on the bridg« 
t» diréet the action of the engines, both of which—screw and pa 
dle—were under steam. ransmi! 











Capt in Comstock stood aft to tra 
directions to the men at the wheel, as Mr. Langley’s new steering 
apparatus was not completely fitted.

Then was the order given to go ahead slowly, and for the first 
time the Great Eastern started into motion, and with the slow 
majestic beat of her huge paddles moyed grandly down the river 
The general public had evidently put but litue faith in the announce 
ment that she would leave the river yesterday, so that until the pre 
parations were made for actually leaving there was little stir upon 
tee river. Gradually, however, as the steamtugs began to move 
eeout, and get their tow ropes iu, it seemed suddenly to break uper 

be amphibious population at both sides of the stream that they 
were at last about to lose a vessel whose presence has made Dept 
esd and the Isle of Dogs famous throughout the world. 

The screw engines started first, working beautifully, without noise 
heat or even apparent vibration; and whem the paddle machinery 
oume into play, a few revo utions sufficed to get her head round to 
the point required. 

As the Great Eastern was slowly backing in order to get round 
tae sharp turn at Greenwich, there ensued an extraordinary scene 
‘Thousands upon thousands of people were seen rushing to the 
véiver side from all points. Boats of every kind and size were 
launched crowded to the water's edge, and the stream and its 
banks seemed suddenly instinct with life. There were not so much 
eaeers as continuous shouting—a genuine ontburst of en'husiasm 
eed delight. Even the wen and sickly inmates of the Seaman's 
Mospital ship turned out upon the deck or crowded the ports wit! 
heir worn faces, to give one shout or wave a cap to the vessel whict 
swept so grandly by. The very first turn at Greenwich showe: 
Captain Harrison and al! the officers of the vessel that the grea’ 
ship was as thoroughly under command a: a river steamboat, and 
that the only difficulty to be overcome, or rather to contend against 
waa her length in turning the sharp curves of the river at Green- 
vich, Blackwail and Woolwich. 

The veesel’s draught was twenty one feet ten inches aft and 
twenty-two feet three inches forward—about the very worst trim it 
which she could have !eft her moorings, being down by the head 
five inches instead of some five feet down by the stern. Twenty 
three or twenty-four feet may appear no great depth of wa'er, but 
when it is recollected that this was the minimum required at the 
turnings, and over a length of eight hundred feet, which is more 
than the breadth of the Thames at Westminster, it will be seen at 
once that these angles were at first regarded with a certain amount 
of anxiety and distrust. A few moves of the vessel, however 
showed that she was perfectly in hand. She steered as easily as 
wager-boat, and her engines were found capable of sterting her into 
motion or arresting her progress literally almost by a single move- 
went of the hand. 

At Greenwich, on both sides of the river,an immesse multitude 
had collected, but it was at Blackwall that the first really great ova- 
tion was made. The news of her departure had spread far and fast 
and from the deck of the great ship the shores could be seen at 
Blackwall Point literally darkened by peop’e. Every house was 
crowded, and the roofs covered with spectatore; the mast-house 
was occupied, the pier swarmed, the tops and yards of the vessels 
in the docks seemed alive. As the great ship approached, the en 
tousiasm seemed to pass the bounds which ordinarily mark such dis- 
plays with Englishmen. The dense mass cheered, shouted, waved 
hats, shawls, hardkerchiefs, with an abandon of gratification that 
was heart-stirring. It was really almost a national reception, and 
all seemed to bave, as Englishmen, a share in the finest, swiftest, 
strongest and handsomest ship which the world has yet seen. 

Blackwall Point was, indeed, the turning point in the fortunes of 
the Great Eastern. The river at this place forms an acute angle, 
round which the tide sweeps with strong but most unequal force. 
Tae admirable manner in which Captain Harrison and the pilot, Mr 
Atkinson, managed the ship, the powrr and regularity with whicb 
the engines worked, would, if left unobstructed, have soon got the 
vessel round this place. But, of course, right in the centre of the 
river, a@ bark (the Kingfisher) was moored, while a little beyond her 
lay a schooner in such a manner as effectually to block the “ fair- 
way” down the stream. The tugs were signalled to get the Great 
Vastern’s head round, and tried to do so, but the strain was too 
much ; at the most critical moment two of the hawsers parted, ano 
for a few minutes the noble vessel was, beyond 2 doubt, in a perilous 
position, aa the sweep of the tide was strong and in an instant drove 
her towards shore. Nothing but the great power of her own en- 
gines saved her here, though it was a delicate matter to use them 
properly. It was necessary instantly to counteract the influence of 
the tide and get her head off shore ; but, at the same time, to do to 
in such a manner as would not give way enough to take her on 
shore on the opposite side of the river. Fortunately this was 
effected, fresh hawsera were passed to the tngs, the bark, the cause 
of all the peril, shipped her anchor, and, after an anxious delay of 
some ten or fifteen minutes, the Great Eastern worked slowly round 
and turned the point of danger. This was a great relief to all on 
board, and to none more so than Messrs. Campbell and Jackson 
the managing directors, both of whom had been incessantly occu- 
pied the previous day and night in looking to all the arrangements 
tor the first departure. The moment the point was safely passed 
carrier pigeons were sent up from the vessel and the shore to 
spread the welcome news. 

At Woolwich there was of course a tremendous concourse 0 
spectators. Every spot which could, and doubtless many which 
ceald not command a view of the ship, were thronged. The dock- 
yard, the arsenal, every place was covered. The Fisgard had her 
men in the sbrouds, who welcomed the safe arrival of the vessel 
whh a regular “three times three,” which was echoed back from 
bSth sides of the river by an almost countless multitude. It is very 

bable that another such ship may pass down the Thames, but it 
seems not possible that the same amount of interest can be mani- 
fated in any other vessel again, no matter what her size. 

As the vessel approached Gravesend multitudes of people conld 
be distinguished aiong the shore. Gradually,as she came nearer 
aad nearer, the air rong with their cheers, and the river was covered 
with boats of every shape and size, crowded with people, al! shout- 
ing or waving hate and handkerchiefe. 

There was something almost affecting in the spontaneous enthusi- 
segn and delight with which all seemed to hail the release of the 
noble ship from her long thraldom in the r.ver. No matter whether 
it was a Hamburg or Rotterdam steamer with balf foreigners on 
board, or a fishing smack with a couple of men in the bows, none 
seemed too high or too low to do ter honor, and her voyage down 
the river was one con’inned scene of vociferous welcome. Uf! Graves- 
dad, and io front of the shronging piers and terraces, were several 
large troopships with detachments on board for India. The crews 
were in the shrouds of these ; the soldiers, grouped in picturesque 
masses, stood on deck. From all the great shp got a welcome 
which was werth a long journey to see, and which triumphant as 
may be her reception in the States, is never likely to be evrpassed, 
nor often equalled. With the parting cheers stil! floating across the 














water, Gravesend was left behind, and the two tugs ahead began to | 


go at greater speed as the Lower Hope was passed. Soon the water 
began to change its tint from dirty black to muddy green, the cool 
air came fresher across the reaches, and those on board rejoiced at 
last at the long-wi-hed for approach of sea water. 

Throvghout the whole course down the river the paddle engines 
had never been moved at a greater speed than from four to six revo- 
lutions per minute; and the screw at from twelve to eighteen. In 
fact, neither engine was moved till it became actually necessary to 
assist the tugs. Yesterday, however, when our valuable little aids, 
which bad realised the fable of the mouse and the lion, and freed 
the Great Eastern from all ber river toils, were cast adrift at Chap- 
man’s Head, more speed was put upon the vessel, and in ten min- 
utes she set at rest for ever all doubt as to her being the fastest ves- 
eel beyond comparison in the world. It hes already been stated 
that the proper sea-going trim of the Great Eastern is a little over 
four feet down by the stern. Instead of this she is at present six 
inches down by the head, while ber whole draught of water is too 
light to allow the proper immersion to her paddle floats, and no less 
than four feet of her screw blades are out of water.

hat the only issue for them to try was, whether any of the defecdants parti 
cipated im the riot, and if so, which of them. The case was at once novel and 
peculer. I: was the ¢uty of the jury to disregard any insmuaticn or suspicion 
tbat the plaintiff had ravished a white girl No such issue had bien formed 
on the trial, and no legal proof had been adduced of any such fact. The jary 
we e, there‘ore, not to take any such ou'side statements as true, because & 
b in Hacson bad taken it to be true. Ose of the coun-el had quoted the 
motto, Viz populi vox Dei, as an inflaence in the case. However true euch a 
maxim might o¢ in point of poetical faith, it was untrue as a legal maxim 
this State was not raied by the voice of the mob, or by mob law, but by the 
law of the land. It s'gnified nothing where the plaintiff was born, or tbe color 
of the skin. In these sacred halls of justice ali were equal, and the humblest 
citizen bad rights which were to be protected by the courts.

by persuasion, remonstravce end every icflieoce in his power, to suppress the 
doings of a mob; if he does nut do so he is liable. ibe trial resulted in the 
disagreement of the jury.

A New 5 yle of Accident.—It would seem that even our city railroads 
are not safe row. On Tuesday, the 28th ult , an accidens occurred om the Se 
cond Avenue Ra lroat, in Olrwer street, by which a young man named David 
Hez'etos wae almost instanily killed, ava hall a cezea other young men more 
crle sinjured. It appears tbat two of the cars, containing the members of 
the Wallabout Light Guard, who bad been on a targe: exevrsion to Jones's 
Wood, were on their way to the Peck slip ferry, when a col ision occurred be- 
tween them in the following manner: Owing to the mismanagement of the 
switeh at the corsercf Oliver and Chatham sireet«, the first car ran some ¢is- 
tance down the latter street before the criver could check bis horses and 
“break vp.”’ The horses were shifted, and, with ihe assistance of several of 
the members of the company, the car was taken back and the switch rgnhted. 
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The second car soon came along, and the members of the company thereca 
fearing wey would not be able to cross the ferry with their companions, urged 
the ¢river and comductor to bu:zy on, but the latter refused the request, stat- 
ing that he had his own time to be governed by. This cer was now at the top 
of the Oliver street hill, when the brake becoming dis«rrang*d, all control of it 
lL, and the driver attempted to cisengage his horses. The car continued 
6 Cesernt at a frightful speed, and was seen by those on the forward car, 
many cf whom, anuticipa'ing serious results from ihe inevitable collision, leaped 
off tae tep and jumped from the p'at’orm into the street. When tbe collision 
ececurred Heziceton was thrown forward across the track, and the wheels passing 
over his boty, killed him almost instantly. With such violence did the cars 
come in contact » dozen or more of the passengers were thrown to 
the ground and badly bruised. The injured persons were conveyed to a neigh- 
boring drug store, aud after receiving proper -ttention were sent home. The 
to-y of yourg Ha a was removed to the Fourth precinet station-house to 
await the ection of the coroner.

Another Accident.—On the 24*h September an accident oceurred on the 
Clevelano end Pittsbarg Railroad of rather a serious neture. A number o 
pebble stones ha washed upon the track a short distance above Welsville. 
Che train from Pittsburg, due bere in the eveniag, raa upon the obstructicn, 
and the engine, bsggege car, express car and one passenger car were thrown 
trom the track and vadly demolished. 

We learn from 4 paseeoger that the engineer, whose name he did not ascer- 
tain, was nowhere to be found. His hat and watch were p ckei up ner the 
wreck of the engine, but cicgular as it may appear, though searched for in 
every conceivable place, could not be found. Some of the passengers wea 
yack a consicerable distance and looked ia a thicket, and the wreck was 
thoroughly searched in vain. fhe fireman insists that the engineer, upon 
seeing the obstruction, jumped from the engive, but the general impression is 
hat ue stuck to his post and was buri:d in ihe immense sand bank into waich 
the locomotive was driven. 

The baggege-master and avother person were somewhat cut and bruised, but 
not serious'y. The train bound to Pittsburg, upon reaching the rcene of the 
accident, from this city, tock on the passengers and returaed, to await the 
removai of the wreck.

The Steering Apparatus, 

On one of the sides of the indis- 
pensable “ bridge” of steam navi- 
gation, affording a q 
promenade of considerable extent, 
stands Mr. Langiey’s ingenious 
steering apparatus. By this admir- 
able contrivance the great objection 
respecting the distance of the 
captain from the man at the wheel 
is completly obviated. A compass, 
the duplicate of the one in the 
bianacle, stands before an officer, 
who is placed under the immediate 
eye of the captain. Itiscovered with 
a brass circular slide, in which is per - 
forated an aperture sufficiently large 
to permit of one of the points on the 
card being seen throngh. The cap- 
tain, or steering officer, holds a ban- 
die by means of which he exposes the 
point at which he wishes the ship's 
head to be kept, and by means of 
connecting rods a coincident point 
is disclosed on the compass which 
is watched by the steereman, who 
thus knows in a moment the way in 
which he is to steer the ship. This 
plan works in @ most satisfactory 
manner, and by ite means the ship 
can be as easily steered as one of a 
thousand tons. Close to it, and on 
the same pla'form, the captain has 
another mechanical agent, called 
the indicator, which fuifils silently, 
bat most efficiently, the function so 
energetically performed by the 
vociferous little callboys in the 
river steamers. By means of this 
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little instrament, which communicates with the engine-r>om, the 
engineer is told to “‘ease her,” “stop her,” “ turn ber ahead.” or 
“ astern,” as the case may require; 0 that here again we find dis- 
tance annihilated by mechanical science, and the great steam giant 
of the ocean as easily controlled as the fussy, noisy little steam tugs 
of the North and East Rivers.

The Topics of the Week. 


Txx public was startled on Monday by the news of an accident 
on board the Great Eastern, which will delay far nearly three 
weeks the sailing of that marine wonder. ‘The death of its archi- 
tect and originator bas also caused great and general regret. If 
anything could affect e dying man, the Great Eastern’s success 
must have consoled him in that trying *‘ but inevitable hour.” 
It is somewhat remarkable that the two modern wonders of 
British Jabor—the Thames Tunnel! and the Great Eastern—should 
have proceeded from a Frenchman and his son. Genius trans- 
planted sometimes blooms the best; had the Brunels, pore et jils, 
lived and died on French soil, they might have been merely 
cooks or dancing-masters. There is something in the air of Eng- 
land and America, as well as in the sound of the laoguage, that 
gives energy to man. 

Another prominent subject of foreign talk is the news from 
China. Itis such a novelty for a European nation to be defeated 
by an Asiatic, more especially a Chinese force, that the undoubted 
repulse of the Anglo-French squadron at the mouth of the Peiko 
has taken those arrogant nations by surprise. We have given 
in its proper column a brief abstract of the event, in which our 
own forces occupy an honorable although a pacific position. 
We regret to find that en American has lost his life in the 
affair, The political consequences of this event are of great im- 
portanee, since it restores the eordiale entente between France 
and England for at least two years, a most important item in 
Louis Napoleon’s pclicy. It is not too much to say, that this a'- 
tack on the Chinese coast alters the entire face of European poli- 
ties, and renders the freedom of Italy a'mostacertainty. It is, in 
point of fact, the conductcr which has turned away the thunder- 
clouds hanging over the French and English alliance. As such 
it is not to be deplored, being a partial evil and universal good. 
The French and English Governments are prepsring powerlul 
armaments to punish the Chinese. Jt is more than probable that 
the Allies will march to Pekin, and occupy the great ports of 
Amoo, Shanghai and Canton, as a security against fature out- 
rages. It is worthy of remark that the Allied squadron was 
requested to teke another channel called the Northern Bend, to 
Pekin, but the French avd English Admirals, suspecting some 
perfidy on the part of the Flowery Celestials, preferred going by 
@ road they had already traversed. The French and English 
press hint that Russia was at the bottom of the defeat, and 
sent her gunners to man the Ch:nese fortresses; and an Ameri- 
can journal—we mean a paper published in New York—chuckles 
over the idea that perhaps some Yankees assisted at this treach- 
erous success against the Anglo-French fleet. As American 
citizens, jealous of the honor of cur country, we repudiate the in- 
famous suggestion, which could only proceed from a renegade, 
The men who thus insidiously traduce the fair fame of the land 
of Washington, under the Buncombe excuse of hatred of the 
Hessians, are not Americans, but aliens and Iscariots. We wager 
the honor of Washington against the word of a Wall street shaver, 
that no American had even a whisper or a finger tip in this attack 
of the Chinese on the Allies. In the meantime we feel for that 
nation of human vermin, the pigtai’ed brothers of the moon, for 
those eminent quack doctors, Louis Napoleon and Lord Palmers- 
ton, will bleed and blister them to their heart’s content. 

We have received letters from various individuals, who are 
evidently alarmed at the prospect cf a war on account of the San 
Juan difficulty. They wish to know when the marine battery 
which hos been building for so many years at the Stevens’ dock 
in Hoboken, will be ready for launching. It appears that a mil- 
lion of dollars has been given by Congress to the Messrs. Stevens’ 
to build this floating Malakoff.

It establishes one fact very clearly, that 
human lives ere considered of Jess account than dollars in this 
community, for it is idle to believe that officials would persist in 
such a warfare against the common safety of the travelling world, 
without they were satisfied of the indifference of the public. 








Our Mercantile Marine. 


Wrrnr the past twelve months there have been numberless 
instances brought to light of violence, oppression and brutality, 
upon the part of those in command of our merchant ships, that 
almost stagger belief. These have been freely commented on by 
the English press, and some very truthful points discussed, not 
in the least complimentary to our shipmastcis. 

It requires but a slight exertion of mind to realize the total 
isolation of asea voyage. Ths hour that the ship sails her crew 
and passengers become the absolute property of those in com- 
mand. If they are true men, the very knowledge of this fact 
mskes them kind and merciful. If, on the contrary, the brute 
instinct is uppermost, they can make the ship a hell. 

If this is true, and who will doubt it, there can be no law too 
stringent to throw protection about the passenger and the sailor. 
Instead of this being the fact, all enactments seem to have been 
created for precisely the opposite purpose. They only draw the 
chains tighter about the seaman, and give the commander limit- 
less sway. There may be cases where this power is not abused, 
but it is too much to trust in the hands of any man, even where 
he can be overlooked, much Jess when he is irresponsible, and 
removed from all scrutiny. How this power has been and still 
is abused, we can form some conception of, by remembering the 
revelations that were made not very long since relating to our 
emigrant ships; of the starvation and beating of steerage pas- 
sengers; of the abuse and shameless treatment of women ; of the 
blasphemy and beastliness, to which the horrors of a slave ship 
were a’most preferable. Can the public believe for a moment 
that these brutalities have ceased? If they think so, letthem ask 
any newly arrived emigrant to relate his or her experience. They 
will soon find their mistake. ‘The poor emigrant, after arriving 
here, having been in that living prison for a month or more, 
witnessing everything that is repulsive, is but too happy to 
escape, without wishing to turn on those who have in every way 
outraged him. He is possibly ignorant cf our language, or lacks 
intelligence to make himself understood. Or, if this is not the 
case, he is bound to some Western destination, and cannot re- 
main to demand redress. He fears the power on shore that has 
so much power at sea. In short, there are a hundred reasons 
why the brutal officers of the ship, who have so abused him, 
escape. The un*ritten history of our emigrant ships would be 
a tale of horror to make the stoutest heart quail and sicken, and 
yet this horror is going on every day, unnoticed and unpunished, 
As a part of this same abuse of power, we have every day tales 
of American ships in foreign ports being before the authorities 
for the settlement of difficulties arising between the officers and 
crews. Why is this? Are seamen as a class any more quarrel- 
some or unworthy than any other body of men? No! We 
protest against any such conclusion. We feel assured that they 
are really much easier to manage than many of our working 
bodies, and yet, with this conclusion, we find that the difficul- 
ties between master and man are largely against them. Why is 
this? Simply because those who are in authority, as a general 
thing, are men who depend upon their physical force rather 
than upon any attachment, This is the fatal error that leads to 
brutality and fear, It is not a word and a blow, it is a blow 
alone, a deadly blow perhaps, with a marling-spike, a bucket or 
whatever may be nearest at hand, upon the head of a man who 
dares not return it. Some months since the English law actually 
hanged an American captain for the murder of one of his own 
seamen ; a wretched murder it was, a murder without a single 
palliating circumstance, and yet the shipmasters held up their 
hands in holy horror, and sought to makea martyr of the male- 
factor, A seaman, in their estimation, was nota man. It was 
supposed at the time that this example would have a wholesome 
eff-ct, but, if we are to judge by the reports of foreign papers, 
the effect has been exactly the reverse. 

One of the latest instances of thie, which we cite for the sen- 
sible remarks made by the magistrate, occurred at Calcutta, ii° 
connection with a case of cutting and stabbing, on board the 
ship Neptune's Car, owned, if we are not mistaken, and sailing 
from this city. Th ship having sailed before the case was called 
for adjudication, nothing could be done aboutit, but the remarks 
of the Recorder, before whom it was brought, show upon their 
face the fact thet difficulties with American ships were no 
novelties before his court. The Free Press says: 

His Lordship took occasion to remark with some severity on 
the apparently low state of discipline on board the ships of the 
American mercantile navy, as disclosed in several cases occurring 
here and in ou. neighborhood within a comparatively short period, 
and seemed to be of opinion that this was probably in great part 
attributable to the course of conduct adopted by the masters and 
officers not beiog of a kind to command the respect or kindly feel- 
ings of their men. It was not by means of horsing, tricing, slung- 
shot, brass knuckles, cutlasses and revolvers that the discipline of 
a ship could be maintained, and his Lordship hoped that the Govern- 
ment of the United States might adopt some means for improving 
their merchant service jn this respect. The language frequently 
resorted to by those whose positions were those of gentlemen was 
offensive and disgusting in the extreme, and his Lordship cited an 
instance of it from the depositions in the case, which certainly 
afforded a very startling and melancholy example of his remark. 

This is no solitary case, and while it bears evidence of its truth 
about it, should cau‘e us to blush for shame that such brutes are 
our countrymen. What are our Jaws good for, if they are not 
strong enough to stretch over the expanse of waters, and protect 
those who go down to the sea in ships? To protect the master, 
and, what in the present case is much more needed, to protect 
the man, whether he be seaman or passenger. We know not 
how soon cach of us individually may need this protection, anu 
if it be only through motives of selfishness, let us think of 
some means to reform our mercantile marine, 








The Great Oyster Excitement. 
A werk or 60 ago, some three or four fishermen discovered an 
oyster bed on the north shore of Island, in an inland 
piece of water called Huntingdon : Upon survey, it was 
discovered to be nearly five miles in length, three in breadth,

So despite his oath of secrecy, 
he sold the golden secret to an outsider for the contemptible sum 
of five hundred dollars—scarcely enough to keep him in stews 
for a year. What was the horror of his companions in oysters 
to find next morning, when they visited their crus‘aceous El 
Dorado, that a fleet of sixty hungry oyster-boats were being filled 
by their voracious owners. ‘They, consequently, went to werk 
themselves and shared the plunder they had hoped to monopolise. 
A just punishment for such greedy men. What effect this Cal- 
ifornia of bivalves will have upon our digestions, our purses or 
the Old Dominion, we cannot say—we can only advise the lovers 
of roasts, stews, scollops, pies, fritters, patties and broils to be 
moderate, and give a fair chance for every one to have at least 
half a dozen raw on the half shell. 


The Western Thugs. 
Tue latest news from Utah is of a most appalling character. How 
Mr. Buchanan can suffer that infamous scoundrel, Brigham 
Young, to set the laws at defiance is perfectly inexplicable. It 
almost amounts to complicity in the crime. 

Let us recount a few of the latest enormities perpetrated by 
the Mormon leaders in the presence of a United States Judge, 
supported by a Federal force: On the 25th July Franklin FE. 
McNeil sued Brigham Young jor false imprisonment, his sole 
offence being that he was an American citizen, and would not 
consent to give his wife up to Brigham Young. He was, conse- 
quently, seized, thrown into gaol, putin irons, ard kept there for 
ten months, his wife being forcibly carried away and ravished by 
Brigham Young. While the trial was proceeding against the old 
villain, McNeil was openly murdered by Brigham Young’s orders, 
by a gang of Danites. It appears that one of the Mormon 
leaders told McNeil in open court that if he did not drop the 
action he would be murdered! 

On the 10th September, a civil suit was commenced against 
Bill Hickman, the famous Daniteleader. It was for $480, owing 
to C. M, Brown, a Californian. The right to ajury was waived, 
and the Court promptly rendered judgment against Hickman. 
Soon afterwards, Brown, who lives sixteen miles from the city, 
came to town in company with a friend by the name of Eddy, 
and during the night the house where they lodged was broken 
open by Hickman and his band, and Brown and Eddy were shot, 
the former fatally and the latter receiving a flesh wound.

Tue article on the Italian question, in last Friday's Monileur, 
emanating from imperial sources, has been and still is the subject 
of European polemics. All the political wiseacres in Paris are 
puzzling their brains over it. Some of these Sir Oracles persist in 
feisting an object upon the Moniteur which it evidently never had 
ia view, If you have not already copied the article in question 
into the Illustrated Newspaper, I can give you the gist of it here in 


half a dozen sentences. 

In the first place, then, the liberal rule promised Venetia by the 
preliminary treaty of Villafranca was made subordinate to the 
restoration of the Arch-Dukes to their former offices. This restor- 
ation not taking place, Frauce loses the right to exact what she had 
demanded for the Venetian provinces. In no ease can the Arch- 
dukes be installed by a foreign army. But, on the other hand, in 
the event of fresh troubles, Italy cannot loek for the protection of 
France. Hence, the best thing Italy can do is to compound with 
the present state of things, and secure, by the return of the Grand 
Duke of Taseany, the constitutional orgauization of Venctia. Lastly, 
Italy cannot hope from any European Congress better terms than 
those which she is now free to avail herself of. 

By this brief sammiug up you can see how deftly Napoleon defines 
his position, how coolly he throws Italy overboard and releases him- 
self from all farther responsibility on her account. You are at 
liberty to draw your own conclusions. 

While the Emperor is thas acting undoubtedly for the interests 
of France, he also continues to keep himself in good odor with its 
soldiers. His last move in this direction is destined to increase his 
popularity with the army. He has given orders that the names of 
the officers of every grade killed during the Italian campaign shall 
be inscribed upon tablets of marble and placed in the museum at 
Versailles. 

That the French army itself is popular there can be no question. 
If anything were needed to prove it, an occurrence of recent date 
would be sufficient. A large number of Swiss soldiers, disbanded 
by the King of Naples, have applied for admission into the Foreign 
Legion of the Frencharmy. And the Imperial Guard is every day 
receiving large avtessions to its ranks in the persons of soldiers of 
the Old Guard. 

Apropos of the Imperial Guard, one of its members is now re- 
ceiving lessons from Duprez. This soldier, it appears, is endowed 
with a voice of remarkable power, and it is expected that he will 
soon make his debut on the lyric boards of Paris; 

To turn a moment from France’s capital to its Mar chester, a man 
in Lyons has made a discovery, the result of which, it is thought, 
wiil be to rid the streets of that city (and of all cities, for that 
matter), of dust, henceforth, forevermore! This discovery begins 
well; it is due to an accident. Nearly every useful invention in the 
world was discovered by chance. In this case a manofacturer of 
chemical conipounds in Lyons observed that the hydrochloric acid 
he spilled on earthen floor of his laboratory hardened the soil, 
and yet kept it, despite hot or dry temperatures, continually moist. 
He thereupon conceived the idea of turning this property of the 
acid to account, in keeping down, or rather preventing the forma- 
tion of dust in the trevts (more especially in those which 
are_anpaved or sim macaddmise(l), and thus perfettly effect that 
which the watering-Cart but partially succeeds in dOthg. 
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An experiment was first made on a large ceale on the Napoleon 
road, between the Rhone and the railway station at Perrachio. The 
successful result thereof—a success whieh has now maintained its- 
self for several months—determined the city government to make 
application of this chemical dust-layer on the Place de Belleceeur, 
where a need for somethin the kind is most strongly felt.

A STRANGE MEETING, 


On November 10, 1857, a boy, then between three and four years of 
age, son of a shoemaker, named Alexander M‘Keozie, residing in 
Broad close, Glasgow, was missing after he had been seen playing 
in the immediate neighborhood. Bills were issued, and every pub- 
licity given to the description of the missing child, but no trace was 
obtained of him, and after much grief on the part of the parents, 
they had almost become resigned to their loss. On the 3lst of Au- 
gust last, Elizabeth M‘Donald or Brown was brought before the 
sitting magistrate at the Central police court, charged with the 
theft of some clothes from a green where they had been bleaching. 
She was accompanied by a little fair-haired boy, about six years of 
age, whom she represented to be her son, and whom she had made 
the instrument of her theft by getting him to go into the green, pick 
up the articles and bring them to her. The woman was sent for 
thirty days to prison, where she now is. 

At the same court, the shoemaker, named Alexander M‘Kenzie, 
the father of the lost child, was sitting awaiting his trial on a trifling 
charge of assault. He could not keep his eyes off the fair haired 
boy, who was supposed to be the son of the woman M‘Donald or 
Brown, and he took an opportunity of earnestly assuring the court 
officer that he felt confident the little boy was his lost child. After 
the woman was sentenced, the child was given, at her request, into 
the care of the woman with whom she lodged. The address of this 
person was subsequently given to Alexander M‘Kenzie, who stated 
that he would be able to prove the child was his by the fact of his 
having a large and peculiar mark of a burn under the armpit. He 
called at the woman’s house, accompanied by a police constable, 
and on examining the child the mark was found precisely as it had 
been described. The child himself appeared to have some recollec- 
tion of M‘ Kenzie, and also recognised the mother and other mem- 
bers of the family. The boy has likewise been identified by a great 
number of neighbors, who speak positively to his being M‘ Keuzie's 
child. The woman M‘Donald or Brown has been questioned on the 
subject, anf although she maintains the child is hers, she gives by 
no means so satisfactory an explanation of its birth and other cir 
cumstances as to justify the conclusion that M'Kenzie and all his 
family and the neighbors are mistaken, When interrogated as to 
the conspicuous burn mark found under the «htild’s armpit, she said 
the child had never been urned, so far as she was aware, and had 
no such mark. The circumstances are undergoing a careful inves- 
tigation, and the whole particulars have been reported to the 
Sheriff's fiscals.

THE ACCIDENT ON BOARD ~HE CREAT EASTERN. 


On the morning of the 9th September, as the mammoth ship was 
steaming at the easy rate of twelve knots an hour, and off the coast 
of Hastings, a terrible explosion took place in the casing of the for- 
ward boiler, which destroyed the entire dining saloon and the cabins 
under it , but what was far more afflicting was t e loss of life which 
ensued. Four were killed on the spot, and eight had already died 
from their injuries. This will delay the departure of the vessel for 
about three weeks. It is satisfactory to know that the explosion, 
which was severe enough to have blown any other vessel to atoms, 
did not affect either her m»tion or her structure in the least. She 
proceeded as usual, and reached Portland the next morning. Great 
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blame is thrown upon Mr. Seott Russell for his adopting a plan which 
had been abandoned in the Collins and Cunard lines, on account of 
its danger and uselessness. The fonnel was carried into the air, and 
the atays of the boiler were so much weakened that it must be reset. 
The damage will cost fifty thousand dollars to repair.

Demvecratic Ca: didate for Governor of 
New Jersey. 


Consistency is a principle which few of our 
politicians possess. The demands of party at 
ove time and personal exigencies at another, 
so frequently compel a comproniise, that the 
greatest of our statesmen have come to con- 
sider expediency as political wi-1»m. Bat it is 
worthy of remark that po man has ever aban- 
doned principle, however popular the apostacy 
made him at the moment, without losing event- 
ually the respect of the people. The present 
Democratic nominee for the Governorship of 
New Jersey possesses consistency in an eminent 
degree. Through good and evil report he has 
been an uncompromising Democrat, not using 
that word in its levelling sense, but as one who 
has cast his lot with the people, and who re- 
garded them as the only legitimate source of 
power. 

Gener] E. R. V. Wright was born in Hoboken, 
New Jersey, Jan. 2nd, 1812. His father, a New 
York merc! ant, after accumulating a fortune, 
had retired there to enjoy his olium cum 
dignitale, which translated into the vernacular, 
means “look after his property.” His son 
being of a quick and headstrong temperament, 
powerful ia frame and fearlesa in disposition, 
was sent to Borland & Forrest's Claesical and 
Mathematical Academy, then located in Warren 
street. His progress was rapid ; he left them 
thoroughly imbued with ancient and modern 
thought—not technically, nor critically, but 
with all that was necessary for a public man. 
He bere acquired bis Latin and French, both 
of which languages he thoroughly understands. 
German, which ke speaks fluently, was a later 
&@ quisition. 

After leaving school he learned the trade of 
a printer, and in 1833 he published the first 
paper in Hoboken, calling it the Jersey Blue. 
Of this initial paper of a city which now boasts 
three weeklies, he was the Alpha and Omega, 
being at once compositor, pressman, editor, 
contributor and carrier. We bave heard him 
say, that after he bad worked the edition off, 
he would mount his worse, and deliver the 
papers to his subscribers, sometimes traversing 
over fifty miles on his route. 

But his energetic and ambitious mind wanted 
a wider sphere, and after some deliberation, he 
resolved to study law. For this purpose he 
selected for his tutors Colonel Samuei Cassidy 
and J D. Miller, of Jersey City, two of the most 
eminent men of the day. 

In 1843 he was elected to the Upper Branch 
of the New Jersey Legislature, and while 
there distinguished himself by bis energy and 
capacity. Among other salutary measures he 
advocated were the abolition for imprisonment for debt—the abroga- | 
tion of the property qualification—the ten hour system of labor and 
the establisoment of free schools and universal education. 

On two occasions he bas been brought forward by his numerous | 
friends as United States Senator and Governor, but both these op- 
portunities he generously waived in favor of other candidates, 
rather than endanger the success of his party. The Democrats of 
New Jersey cannot forget how manfally he set to work in 1853 
and elected Rodman N Price. 

In 1851 he was appointed District Attorney of Hudson Coatnty, 
and served his term of five years with great satisfaction. As a pub- 
lic prosecutor it may be said of him with truth, that he made that 
distinction between vice and accident so rarely met with in criminal 
lawyers. In these caseshe was the poor man’s friend, for while he 
struck down the wealthy offender as he would a vice, he dealt mer- 
cifuily with the poor offender as he would with a misfortune. This 
five years control of criminal jurisprudence bas not been forgotten 
and there is no more popular man in New Jersey than General 
Wright. 

In 1854 he commenced the Hudson County Democrat, a semi-weekly 
paper, published in Jersey City. He removed this to Hoboken in 
1855, where it is still published. 

Although General Wright is no sectarian, be has always given lib- 
erally tothe support of religious institutions. He contributed largely 
to the erection of the Fpiscopalian church in Hoboken, and gave 
the ground in Hudson City for the church of the Holy Trinity, towards 
the support of whose minister he also contributed. General 
Wrigh has been accused of laxity in his religious opinions, on ac- 
c unt of this unreasoning liberality, but we consider this rebuke 
c mes very ungracefully from the citizens of a Republic, whose cor- 
ner stone is toleration in religion. 

He has belonged to the militia from his youth, and was promoted 
to the position of Major-General in 1856, by the present Governor 
Newall. The General, personally, is hospitable aod genial—full of 
auecdote, song and joviality. An evening wito him is not soon for- 
gotten. He is a powerful speaker—a humorous conversationist—an 
acute lawyer and an amusing companion. 
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We shall not say anything about his personnel, since our portrait 
supplies all that can be said on that point.

SILVER’S PATENT MARINE GOVERNORS, 


Ir is a curious fact that while the land and stationary engine has had 
invented for it a contrivance by which the supply of steam is regu- 
lated by the amount of work to be done, no such invention has been 
applied to the marive engive until a short time back, when Silver's 
momentum wheel governor was brought before the public. 

It is designed to regulate the supply of steam in accordance with 
the required power, as the ship may pitch or roll about in a sea- 
way, and thereby to lessen the danger of accident to t»e machinery, 
arising from what is technically termed the racing of the engines, 
and securing a uniform propulsion of the vessel tvrough the 
water. 

The want of such a provision has long been felt, at the sudden 
changes of resis'ance by the acrew or paddle risiog out of or drop- 
ping into the water as very detrimental to the machinery, and as in 
rough weather the requirements of the case are frequently very 
great, such a contrivance can never prove efficient un- 
less a much greater power is given than that possessed 
by ordinary governors.

faultlees monsters which the world ne’er saw.” 
There is scarcely a countenance, if there be 
any, however common-place, which has not 
some expression peculiar to itself. It is this 
distinctness, whet»er it consist in the turn of 
the feature, the glance of the eye. or the tout 
ensemble of the whole, that constitutes the in- 
dividaality of the person, and it is this, so to 
speak, which gives the sentiment that governs, 
whether it be of the coarser or of the more 
intellectual cast ; it is that which separates to 
our eye, and in our thoughts, one character 
from another. In the discovery of this pecu- 
liarity, however latent or obscure, and ita ex- 
act transfer to the canvas, Colonel Johnston 
is without a superior ; nor is he less fortunate 
in the use of the auxiliaries of his art, such ss 
the advan’ages and graces of position, costume 
and the like. With such capabilities his like- 
nesses must be what they invariably are, 
strikingly faithful to the model. 

‘Hence not alove are brighter parts disp'ay’d: 

But e’en the specks of character portray’d.’’ 

That this is the estimation in which they are 
held, is abundantly testified by the patronage 
bestowed upon his skill wverever he has 
chosen, for the time, to locate himself. 

Bat it is not only in this particular depart- 
ment that his art has distinguished itself by 
excellence. With an equal success he has 
cultivated landscape drawing and painting. 
The galleries of many citizens of wealth and 
refinement are adorned with the produce of his pencil in none of 
which will be found anything of incongraity to wound the sensitive 
eye, or to turn into burlesque the beauty of nature. If they are not 
fully up to the standard of Claude, of Rubens, of Rembrandt, or do 
not possess 

“ Whate’er Lorraine light touch’d with soft’ning hue, 
Or Savage Rosa dach’d, or learned Poussin drew,’’ 
they are yet worthy of the epprobation of the connoisseur. There 
is always about them a naturalness that enables us, like the poetry 
of Wordsworth, to recognize in the copy, the original. 

As we have said, Colonel Johnston is yet but young, and if guided 
by the honorable ambition which has so far urged bim on, he may, 
in time, like his fellow-townsman. Powers, cast upon his native city 
the reflection of a reputation of which it will be proud. 


A FRENCH INCIDENT, 


Tue resignation of a certain colonel, in whom great confidence had 
been placed, and who hitherto had justified it most completely, has 
caused an immense sensation in the army. The circumstances 
under which his resignation has been given in are touching in the 
extreme. It seems that the colonel, who was once protegé, friend 
and companion of the Duke of Orleans, had served both with him 
and the Dac d’Aumale in Africa, and has, in spite of ambition and 
the love of action inherent to his character, always preserved, if 
not an open love, still a secret sympathy for the house of Orleans. 
At Palestro, having command of an advanced post, an order from 
the King of Sardinia, in command of the Sardinian forces, was dis- 
patched to him by a young sub-lieutenant belonging to the royal 
staff. The colonel was struck by the purity of language in which 
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the young officer replied to his questions—he was 
grateful for the respite from that hateful Italian 
accent which no Frenchman can hear with pa- 
tience—and exclaimed in a burst of enthusiastic 
admiration at the unmangled phrases presented to 
his ear, “ Eh, mais—young man—you are a French- 
man—you cannot be Italian.” ‘“ You have guessed 
rightly,’ returned the young officer. “{ ama 
Frenchman in the Sardinian service.” ‘“ And why 
then are you not of us?” exclaimed the colonel, 
looking intently at the young man’s features. 
“From peculiar circumstances, personally con- 
nected with my position,” replied the youth, jump- 
ing on his horse, as if in haste to be gone. But the 
truth had flashed upon the colonel’s mind in that 
single moment—the height—the air—the likeness 
—ail bearing such strong resemblance to the Duc 
d’Aumale, he rushed forward, and seizing the 
young man’s hand, said hurriedly, “ Your uncle 
served once in Africa.’ “ Ay, indeed, and my fa- 
ther, too!’ exclaimed the young subaltern, bitterly; 
and wrenching his hand from the colonel’s grasp, 
put spurs to his horse, and was out of sight ina 
moment. The colonel remained as if in a dream. 
The Dac de Chartres—the son of his early protec- 
tor, the nephew of his old commanding ollicer 
had stood before him,and he had not even dared 
before his men to give way to the feelings which 
the recognition had inspired! He fulfilled his duty 
to the utmost—was present in every action—and 
has returned crowned with glery; but having led 
his troops from St. Maur to their quarters in the 
eavirons of Paris, bis work being done, and no 
reproach to be directed towards him, he has re- 
signed—although on the road to distinction, and 
already marked out for special favor.

THE AURORA BOREALIS AS SEEN IN 
ENGLAND. 

Tar London Dispatch thus describes the Aurora 
as seen in London on the 28th of August, the same 
night it was seen on our own continent. Itis one 
of the most remarkable things on record that the 
same phenomenon should be seen across the wide 
Atlantic. Since weather often differs in a few 
miles, the fact that not a cloud should rest on that 
immense ocean is truly remarkable : 

“On Sanday night, or rather on Monday morn- 
ing, we witnessed for half an hour the most splen- 
did aurora borealis we ever beheld. On putting 
out our candle, we were struck by the light ap- 
pearance of the sky,and looking out of our window, 
which faces about N.N.W., we observed a bright 
cloud of light apparently bordering on a darker 
cloud below it, and running along the whole semi- 
circle within our view, at a height somewhat above 
the loftier houses. After a little time,as we ex- 

ected, the light cloud began to send forth its 

autiful white coruscations, but not at first to any 
reat height ; not perhaps to more than forty-five 
Teopees above the horizon. In about ten minutes, 
however, a beautiful scene commenced. The light 
and the perpendicular streamers had extended to 
more than the semi-circle commanded by one side 
of the house, flashing upwards from the horizon to 
the zenith, and to all intermediate heights from 
S8.W. to B.N.E., so that the extreme columns of 
light on either side were visible even at the back 
of the house, and formed a magnificent arch over 
it. What was most pleasing, however, was the 
extent of the very broad crimson, or deep rose- 
colored streamers, which mingled with the white 
ones, though generally they were of deepest 
color where they began to be of that color, that is 
between W. and W.8.W. They kept on, however, 
sorting upwards and displaying their mild roseate 
beauty from the whole semicircle, and frequently 
also uniting above head, as has been mentioned, in 
one beautiful arch. In about half an hour this 
n to subside ; but for a full hour there was an 
unusual brightness in the sky, even illuminating 
the room, so that everything in it was easily seen, 
even the time by the wateh, though it was only a 
clear starlight night. From the 8.W. to W., where 
the rosy brilliancy began, the appearance might 
frequently have been taken for the reflection of a 
vast fire ; except, perhaps, for a peculiar delicacy 
and softness of the tints, of which nu description 
can give an adequate conception, and because, at 
times, it extended to the opposite quarter of the 
heavens.” 











THE EARTH DRYINC UP. 
Fromwan English publication we have the following 
appalling account fer the water drinkers. The idea 
of this beautiful globe being told to “ dry up” and 
doing it, is really awfal. What a dreadful thing to 
be driven to drink Champagne and Bourbon, 
against cur will. We would advise all temperance 
men to begin “ bottling their water’’ without any 
delay: 

“ In the quarterly return of the Registrar-General 
ending with June, it is stated that ‘ the deficiency 
in the fall of rain from the beginning of the year is 
1j inch, The deficiency in the years 1854, 1855, 1856, 
1857, 1858, amounted to the average fall of one 
year—viz: 25 inches. From a careful examination 
of the fall of rain (year by year) from the "pee 1815, 
it would seem that the annual fall is becoming 
smaller, and that there is but little probability that 
the large deficiency will be made up by excess in 
futare years.’ Should this statement (says the 
correspondent of a contemporary), made by Mr. 
Glaisher, and adopted by the Registrar-General in 
a document issued by authority, be confirmed, it 
will constitute one of the most important discover- 
ies ever made by meteorologists. In all countries 
traces of dried-up streams are met with; but within 
the historical peried there are few or no examples 
of new rivers coming into existence. The Dnieper 
at Kiev is drying up. The redoubted plains of 
Troy can with difficulty be recognised or traced, 
because the rivers mentioned by Homer, whose 
descriptive topography is not doubted, either can- 
not be found, or wy Es now such insignificant 
streams as to fall far below the descriptions of the 

oet. About the mouths of the Nile the water is 
Cocthsing shallower; while there is reason to be- 
lieve that the volume of its waters has been within 
the period of history sensibly diminished. The 
Baltic is decreasing. The Adriatic derives its name 
from a town that is now eighteen miles from the 
shore, and was once a flourishing seaport. North 
America is sensibly draining. The rivers are slowly 
wearing away rock, and occupying a lower 
bed. America Pacific Ocean is notoriously 
rising,or the ocean which surrounds it is sinking. 
The Deluge is a very early event in the history of 
mankind; and it is consistent alike with sacred and 
profane history to suppose that ever since that 
period, as well as immediately after the first few 
days when the dove found a’ resting-plact, the 

waters of the earth have gradually dried up. If it 
be .. fact, then, that the quantity of rain whieh falis 


has been continually diminishing through a period 
of forty-four years. the slow and gradual diminu- 
tion of rain must be considered as the normal con- 
dition of the globe. Most of the changes which 
geology traces in the crust of the globe have been 
in progress for many ages, and, from the light 
which the gradual diminution of rain reflects on 
many geological phenomena, we are induced, at 
starting. to describe it as one of the most momen- 
tous discoveries, should it be confirmed, that ob- 
servation has ever made.” 





THE EMPRESS OF FRANCE. 


Iris so seldom that either birth or charm puts a 
pretty woman on a throne, that a certain interest 
attaches to Cleopatra, Mary of Scots and Eugenie 
of France. That eminent authority, Burke, of 
‘ British Peerage” celebrity, thus traces the syren 
of the Tuileries from her egg: 

“If the Kirkpatricks, from whom the Empress 
Eugenie is descended, are the family of Closebnurn, 
it remains yet to be ascertained when and how they 
diverged from the ancient tree. Thomas Kirkpat- 
rick had a small property called Knock, in 
Dumfriesshire. His second son, Robert,. married 
Henrietta Gillespie, and was father of William Kirk- 
patrick, of Conheath, in Dumfriesshire, who married 
Mary Wilson, by whom he had several children. 
One of his sons settled as a merchant at Malaga, 
and married the daughter of a foreign consul there, 
by whom he had three daughters. The eldest, who 
was very beautifal, attracted the notice of the 
youngest son of the great family of Montijo, 
grandees of Spain of the first class. The daughter 
of the Scottish merchant was considered a mé- 
salliance for a young man of so distinguished a 
family, and her inferior birth was stated as a reason 
for consent being refused. 

“An application was made hereupon by the 
friends of the family to Mr. Charles Kirkpatrick 
Sharp, a gentleman who, from his wit and fondness 
for virli, was called by Sir Walter Scott the 
Horace Walpole of Edinburgh. Mr. Sharp under- 
took, with considerable zest, the task of supplying 
his fair countrywoman with a long and flourishing 
genealogical tree, in which the dagger dripping with 
the heart’s blood of the Red Comyn made a con- 
spicuous figure. The pedigree was beautifully 
drawn up and sent to Spain. When it was sub- 
mitted to King Ferdinand VII., he indulged in a joke 
on the occasion. Looking at the document, where 
the origin of the Kirkpatricks seemed lost in the 
mists of ancient Caledonia, his Majesty said, ‘Oh, 
by all means let the young Montijo marry the 
daughter of Fingal.’ The tusband of Miss Kirk- 
patrick eventually succeeded to the titles and 
estates of this family, and left two daughters, of 
whom the elder espoused the Duke of Berwick and 
Alva, representative of the Marechal Duc de Ber- 
wick, natural son of King James II., and the 
younger, long celebrated for her beauty and grace 
as Countess de Theba, is now Eugenie, Empress of 
the French. Until within the last two years a Miss 
Kirkpatrick, grand aunt of the Empress, inhabited 
a very small house in the third-rate town of Dum- 
fries; and her Imperial Majesty has several first 
cousins of the name of Kirkpatrick, sons of her 
mother’s sister, who married her cousin, holding 
respectable mercantile situations. One of them 
was not long ago settled in trade at Havre.”
